McKinney 
courthouse, commissioners 
are to hear a proposal from 
County Judge Nathan White 
Jr. that a decision be post­ 
poned until the demon­ 
stration of a new vote 
counting device can be 
arranged. 
According to Judge White, 
one of the oldest voting 
machine companies in the 
nation, AVM Corp., has just 
developed a system which 
apparently is a cross bet­ 
ween optical scanning and 
punchcards.

system ,”

White 
commented, “but I think I’ll 
try and get the court to 
postpone their decision until 
we can set up a demon­ 
stration 
of

system.” 
That demonstration is 
tentatively set for Monday, 
July 28. 
Judge White also revealed 
that the commissioners 
unanimously 
agreed 
to 
purchase 30,000 square feet 
of property on E. 18th St. for 
construction of a permanent 
sub-courthouse in Plano. 
The site is located im­ 
mediately west of the Fair 
Oaks Bldg., where the 
temporary sub-courthouse is 
presently located. 
In addition, White pointed 
out that a one-year option on 
an additional 20,000 square 
feet of space had been 
purchased by the com­ 
missioners. 
In other activity at the 
Monday 
commissioners 
court 
meeting, 
com­ 
missioners are expected to 
award a bid on Phase II of 
remodeling the McKinney 
courthouse. The bid award 
was postponed from last 
week until the low bidder, L-

could

Commissioners also are 
expected to consider the 
proposed installation of a 
buried cable by General 
Telephone Co. in Precinct 2-- 
another item which was 
delayed from last week. 
It is expected that GTitE 
will have a representative of 
its engineering department 
present to explain the cable 
and burying procedures for 
the commissioners.

BYHAM TROBOY 
By tradition, justice in the 
Old West was always swift 
and sure. That legend can 
now be confirmed if you 
stretch a point and include 
Plano of the 1880s in the wild 
and wooly west. 
An early day court docket 
for the Town of Plano, 
discovered 
recently 
by 
Police Chief Duane 
R 
Kinsey, seems to prove that 
although 
crime 
hasnt 
changed much, the guilty 
paid sooner in times gone by. 
When a man was arrested 
in the early 1880s. he was 
taken before the judge (often 
the mayor) the same day to 
determine his fine. If the 
prisoner demanded a jury 
trial, he was freed on bond 
until the case was called, 
usually within two days. 
Defendants now normally 
wait about three weeks 
before their cases come up 
en masse. 
One Advantage 
Persons arrested in Plano 
today, however, have at 
least one advantage over 
their ancestors-they don't 
have to pay police officers 
for arresting them The log 
book which dates back to 
April of 1881 indicates that 
everyone found guilty of 
violating town ordinances 
was charged a $1 marshall’s 
fee. 
The guilty were also ex­ 
pected to pay a mayor’s fee 
ranging from $1 to $2 for 
presiding at the trial. At 
times a judgement fee of 50 
cents was also assessed. In 
present day Plano, of course, 
Municipal Judge Raymond 
Robinson is paid only by 
salary from 
the general 
fund. 
Juries of the 20th century 
are also paid from city 
funds, while the accused of 
the 19th century were forced 
to pay for the jury and all 
other expenses if their cases 
were lost. This could become 
very expensive for the un-

fortunate defendant. 
Many Charges 
In the case of S A. Slade, 
although he was fined only 
$5. the defendant was forced 
to pay an additional $25.75 in 
costs which included the 
following charges: warrant, 
75 cents; affidavit, 25 cents; 
bond, 50 cents; subpoena, 25 
cents; four additional names 
at IO cents each, 40 cents; 
docket of cause. IO cents; 
witness fee. 50 cents; jury 
fee, 
50 
cents; 
final 
judgement. 50 cents; new 
trial 
appeal, 50 cents; 
making out and certifying 
entries on the docket, $1.50; 
appeal bond, 50 cents; arrest 
by Marshal Kellner, $1; 
summoning five witnesses at 
50 cents ; each, $2.50; 
summoning jury, 50 cents; 
Attorney W B. Butter fee, 
$10; witness fee 50 cents 
each (G W. Bowman, C.J. 
Kellner, J.G. Cooper. J.P. 
Farrell and D.G. Burke, 
$2.50 and jury fee, $3. 
It’s a Bargain? 
Slade did, perhaps, get a 
bargain since a second 
charge against him 
was 
dismissed. Mayor C.J.E. 
Kellner acting as marshal 
arrested Slade on July 26. 
1881 for firing off a pistol 
within the town limits and 
driving a wagon recklessly 
through the streets. 
He was taken immediately 
before Acting Mayor Joe 
Forman who dismissed the 
first charge and granted 
Slade’s request for a jury 
trial on the second. When 
Slade was convicted, his 
attorney made a motion for a 
new trial which overruled. 
Some 
of 
the 
crim es 
recorded in the log book are 
no 
longer 
considered 
violations of city ordinances, 
according 
to 
Judge 
Robinson. Reckless driving 
which is probably equivalent 


to the early day reckless 
riding, 
riding 
on 
the 
sidewalks and driving a 
wagon recklessly is now 
considered a Class B county 
misdemeanor. That class 
offense is punishable by a 
$150 fine plus court costs and 
occasionally a jail sentence. 
No Ordinance 
The offense of B F. Taylor, 
is really not covered by any 
ordinance or law, Judge 
Robinson believes. In 1881 
Taylor was charged with 
throwing the carcass of a 
dead dog near the residence 
of J S. Floyd. He was fined $1 
but also paid costs of $18.50. 


Judge Robinson said such an 
offense might be covered 
under the rubbish and trash 
disposal ordinance, although 
he has never had such a 
case. 
Charges of using obscene 
l a n g u a g e ; 
y e l l i n g , 
screaming and hollering in 
the town limits; indecent 
exposure, and using loud and 
vociferous language are now- 
covered 
by 
disorderly 
conduct and punishable by a 
window fine of $30. In the 
1880s, fines for such were 
frequent entries in the log 
book and ranged from $2 to 
$10 plus costs. 


Drunkenness Common 
Public intoxication, also 
frequent in the 1880s, is still 
common today. A defendant 
today would probably be 
fined $30, but in 1881 the fin 
was usually $2 plus costs 
drunken constable of Pct. 5 
(D G. Burke) was fined $5 
and costs, however. 
Disturbing the peace (no 
such law now exists), assault 
and battery and fighting 
were also frequent entries in 
the 1880s, although such 
offenses are 
really 
no 
problem now. Less frequent 
both then and now are 
charges 
of 
public

prostitution, firing off sky 
rockets and Roman candles 
and gambling. 
A raid on 
a 
certain 
gambling table on Dec. 22, 
1883, netted ll defendants 
charged with betting. The 
men--J.M. Mendenhall, John 
Hays, J.L. Moulden, W.S. 
Skelton, J.W. Bowland, R P 
Coffer, John Ball, G.W. 
Cassell, James Taylor, D.G. 
Myer and W W Beaty-were 
assessed $10 fines and costs 
of $6.50. Today’s fine would 
probably be $30. 
Interest Raised 
The comparison of justice 
then and now has aroused 
considerable interest among 
police and court employes 
since the book’s discovery in 
a desk drawer and Chief 
Kinsey plans to place it in 
the library after copying 
some of the entries. 
Few documents of Plano’s 
past are available and in the 
B i c e n t e n n i a l 
y e a r , 
residents may enjoy a look 
into the late nineteenth 
century when justice was 
swift and sure.

A recent survey shows that 
Plano General Hospital has 
the 
only 
complete 
emergency room service in 
Collin County and the only 
service of this type within a 
10-mile area of Plano. 
“By complete emergency 
room service,” James A. 
Epps, hospital administrator 
explained, “we mean that 
our emergency room is 
staffed 24 hours a day, seven 
days a week with a physician 
and support personnel, such 
as lab technicians, X-ray 
technicians and respiratory 
therapists 
for cardio­ 
pulmonary 
resuscitation.” 
Plano General Hospital 
also has, 
according 
to 
physicians in the area, one of 
the finest trauma centers in 
this part of the country. This 
means that any type of 
major accident can be 
handled completely at the 
hospital. 
This 
requires 
special 
equipment 
and 
supplies not usually found in 
a hospital in a city the size of 
Plano, but Plano General 
Hospital has them. 
“Many hospitals in this 
area have emergency rooms 
which are staffed on a 12- 
hour basis and some have 24- 
hour emergency service 
most of the time, but we 
started the hospital with the 


idea that we would be 
completely at the service of 
the community, and we 
realize 
that 
complete 
emergency room service is 
one 
of 
the 
prime 
requirem ents 
of 
the 
populace, both of Plano and 
of the surrounding area,” 
Epps continued. 
Although a doctor is in 
attendance in the emergency 
room at Plano General 
Hospital at all times, the 
policy of the hospital is to 
have the family’s physician 
called in, if the patient 
desires, and is not in serious 
condition and in need of 
immediate attention. 
In the event that the 
patient is a minor, the 
emergency room staff will 
take immediate action if the 
emergency is serious enough 
to be a threat to life or limb, 
but in other cases, consent to 
treatm ent by a parent, 
guardian or other qualified 
adult is required. This ap­ 
plies to those patients under 
18 years of age. 
“There are many cases of 
emergencies where 
the 
patient does not have a local 
doctor. In these cases, the 
hospital will refer the patient 
to any one cf the many 
physicians on the staff of 
Plano General Hospital for 


further treatment following 
the emergency room visit,” 
Epps said. 
Since 
the 
hospital 
was opened in 
March, 
several new physicians have 
moved or are in the process 
of moving to Plano. Among 
these are a number of 
doctors who have had ex­ 
tensive emergency room 
training, 
especially 
at 
P a r k l a n d 
H o s p i t a l , 
recognized as one of the 
finest 
emergency 
room 
facilities in the nation. 
One physician commented 
recently, “We are happy to 
be on the staff of Plano 
General and see that there 
are abundant facilities there 
for 
the 
finest 
traum a 
treatment available in this 
area.” 


These physicians will be 
available to work with the 
staff of emergency room 
doctors who serve in 12-hour 
shifts around the clock at the 
hospital. 


Epps continued, “We are a 
service institution and want 
to offer every service in tie 
health care field that our 
community 
needs 
and 
deserves. This is the reason 
we have taken care to have 
the finest emergency ra m 
facilities available.”

No one knows precisely 
where Sam Adams was on 
the night of Mar. 5, 1770. 
He may have been home, 
his palsied head nodding

Adams alm ost certainly 
was not physically present in 
front of the old State House 
on King St. (now State St.)

The slain citizens, Samuel 
G ray, 
Ja m e s 
C aldw ell, 
Samuel Maverick, Patrick 
Carr and Crispus Attucks 
(first black m an to die in the 
rev o lu tio n ary 
stru g g le) 
were eulogized at a huge 
public funeral and became 
m artyrs to the cause of 
liberty. 
It was the most striking 
example of public relations 
and 
advocacy 
journalism 
the colonies had ever seen. 
Adams and his radical 
colleagues had been ship­

against the British since the

Two weeks 
before

Boston M assacre, a hated 
customs inform er, Ebenezer 
Richardson, fired into a mob 
that was 
threatening his 
home. A boy, Christopher 
Seider, was fatally wounded 
and Richardson was lucky to 
escape lynching. 
He was 
tried and convicted but 
never 
senten ced . 
The 
broadside reproduced here 
shows th at the P a trio ts 
thought Richardson guilty of 
m urder and that justice had 
not been carried out. 
Anger Increases 
The 
Boston 
M assacre 
increased 
the 
voltage 
of 
public indignation tenfold. 
No deed was too dreadful for 
Sam Adams to attribute to 


the British. Never mind that 
his own cousin, John Adams, 
successfully 
defended 
the 
British soldiers and their 
com m ander in court. Never 
mind that the men who had 
been killed had not been 
highly regarded in Boston 
Samuel Adams skillfully if 
cynically used the event to 
prom ote w hat had been 
developing in his mind since 
1765 -- independence from 
Britain. 
A nniversaries 
of 
the 
m assacre 
w ere 
com ­ 
m emorated for years by 
B ostonians as they held 
demonstrations, listened to 


"m assacre” orations and 
read Patriot versions of the 
affair in the newspapers. 
A n o th er 
propaganda 
device was the publication of 
broadsides, of which "A 
Monumental Inscription on 
the Fifth of March” is an 
excellent example. It was 
published in Boston in 1772 
by the Patriot printer, Isaiah 
Thom as. 
It 
includes 
a 
woodcut by Paul Revere that 
differs in some details from 
the more famous engraving 
of the Boston Massacre that 
helped fix the event forever 
in the minds and hearts of 
the American people.

Spirit baptism is a subject 
that 
has 
been 
widely 
discussed and over which 
there has been much con­ 
troversy, though the Bible is 
very plain on this experience 
and the related effects on a 
person’s life. 
It must be noticed that the 
Bible refers to the Holy 
Spirit or Holy Ghost, which 
are one in the same as a 
person, according to John 
16:7. 
“ N evertheless 
I 
tell 
youthe truth, it is expedient 
for you that I go aw ay; for if 
I go not away, the Comforter 
will not come unto you; but if 
I depart, I will send Him 
unto you.” 
Through the Bible, the 
Holy Spirit is referred to by 
a 
personal 
pronoun in­ 
dicating that He is a person, 
along with God and Jesus 
Christ the Lord. 
John gave a promise of the 
Holy Ghost baptism in Luke 
3:16. 
“ I indeed baptize you with 
water; but one mightier than 
I cometh, the latchet of 
whose shoes I am not worthy 
to unloose; he shall baptize 
you with the Holy Ghost and 
with fire;” 
Now that we have the 
promise, who is eligible to 
receive or be baptized in this 
Spirit baptism? According to 
the scriptures we know a 
person must be saved before 
they can receive the Holy 
Ghost. 
In the gospel of John, 
Chapter 14, verses 16 and 17, 
“ And I will pray the Father, 
and He shall give you 
another Comforter, that He 
may abide with you for ever; 
Even the Spirit of truth; 
whom the world cannot 
receive, because it see th him 
not, neither knoweth him :'' 
In the 
book 
of Acts, 
Chapter 19, Verse 2, Paul 
asked this question, “ Have 
ye received the Holy Ghost 
since ye believed'’" 
This would let us know 
that it is not before we are 
saved, 
which 
included 
believing, or at the sam e 
time of this experience, but 
in addition to our believing. 
Therefore, by those scrip­ 
tures we conclude you must 
be saved before receiving 
the Holy Ghost. 
The evidence of the in­ 
filling of the Holy Ghost is 
the same today as it was in 
the beginning of this ex 
perience 
in 
the 
second 
chapter of Acts, that they 
spoke “with other tongues, 
as the Spirit gave the ut­ 
terance.” 
Many, because of a closed 
mind and heart have been 
led to believe that this ex­ 
perience was only for a 


certain fjw and 
that 
it 
ceased with 
their death. 
However, not only is this not 
so, but today, the message of 
this experience has circled 
the globe and multitudes 
have experienced Acts 1:8 
“ But ye shall receive power, 
after that the Holy Ghost is 
come upon you.” 


God’s word tells us He is 
the comforter, He will guide 
us, He will teach us, and that 
He will bring all things to our 
rem em brance. Through His 
power and operation of the 
gifts of the Spirit spoken of in 
I Cor., Chapter 14, work in 
the 
church 
to 
give 
m a n i f e s t a t i o n 
a n d 


edification to the church. 
The Holy Ghost is a gift, 
according to Acts 2:38, and 
is for all that the Lord shall 
call, according to Verse 39 of 
the sam e chapter. 
There are three major 
baptism s 
in 
the 
Bible. 
Number one is being bap­ 
tized into the body of Christ 


(I Cor. 12:13), number two is 
being baptized in w ater 
(Matt. 28:19) and number 
three is being baptized into 
the Holy Ghost (Mark 1:8). 
Hear w hat God’s word has 
to say and not the theories of 
men ; doas John admonishes 
in John 5:39, “ Search the 
scriptures.”
